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Modern Christianity , in its creed and practice, strikes one more as an 
adopted religion than a revealed one. The prevalent Christian doctrines and 
ideologies are so much deviated from their divine origin that the present form of 
Christianity may well be called a substitute for the Mosaic Law and the original 
teaching of Jesus Christ. The way the Christians conduct services in their 
chaples, their doctrine of Trinity , incarnation theory, Atonement and Ascension, 
the immortality of Jesus and sonship, all these Christian beliefs and practices 
contradict the Biblical accounts in the form they exist at present. 

This booklet has been written with a view to presenting Christianity in its true 
colours. Most of the arguments have been taken from authoritative Christian 
literature and other authentic sources. 

It is worthy of note that Jesus’ death, the prominent of all features, which had 
remained a mystery up to recent times has now been solved. Ever since the Holy 
Founder of the Ahmadiyya Movement proclaimed the discovery of the tomb of 
Jesus in Kashmir, startling events have taken place, all leading to one irresistable 

inference that Jesus did not die on the cross. The reader may refer to 

(I) the letter which was discovered in 1873 from the ruins of a monastery in 
Alexandria (later, in 1907 , published under the Title: The Crucifixion by an eye- 
witness), 

(li) the discovery of the Shroud of Jesus and German Scientist’ research on it 
(comments on it published in Scandinaviannewspapers ‘Stockholm Tidinigen’ in 
1957, in Dog Jesus pa korset?’ By Dr. Huge Toll (Stockolm) and in The Holy 

Shroud’ An American publication). And 

(lii) The Dead Sea Scrolls ( a part of it published as The Scrolls from the Dead 
Sea’ b Edmond Wilson). 

This together with historical evidence that Jesus Christ was seen at Nisbus(1 ) in 
Northern Mesopotamia, then in the western territories of India and finally in Tibet 
and Kashmir (3) leaves little doubt for an unprejudiced reader to come to the 
conclusion that Jesus escaped the accursed death on the cross.
